1 1 . S The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

Applicant argues that there is no motivation to modify theBasoletal bv the teaching of Yasuo(JP 01 105581) and Deutscher. 
However. Yasuo teaches thin resin layer as a supporting layer "2,9" on front metal contact "3,7". Duetscher et al teach using 
semiconductor subsatrte coated with NaF followed bv growing semiconductor layers for making solar cell and removing the 
subsatrte bv dissolving NaF and resuing the substrate.The motivation is to combine the secondary references is to have CIS 
solar formed on semiconuctor coated substrate coated with NaFand obtain very light weright flexible solar cell beacuses of the 
very thin nature of resin layer as taught in Ysuo's as opposed to thick polvimide substrate used in Basol et al.and reusing the 
semiconductto substrate as taught in Deutscher et al. It is inherent that the modfied invention would have Na flowing into light 
absorbing layer through supporting layer. Additionally, applicant is advised to review the Hellman et al (5,505,808) to grow 
inorganic layers exa. metal layers on temporary substarte coated with NaCl and bonding with polymer substrate "5" and remove 
the temporary substrate for the benefit of overcoming the sensitivity of organic material in harsh enviornmetal condictions in 
sputtering and at the same time final meatl is formed on polermic substrate throgh advantage bonding technigue(see col.4, 
lines 1-65) .
